The  total  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  in  the  District  during  1962  was 
72  (31  males  and  41  females). 

II  .art  disease,  with  31  reaths,  caused  43.  Oh  of  all  deaths  and  heads  the 
list  in  causes  of  death.  Coronary  artery  disease  with  17  deaths  gives  a figure 
of  23.6h  of  all  deaths  while  vascular  lesions  of  the  n rvous  system,  with  12 
deaths,  was  responsible  for  16.7D  of  the  total  number  of  deaths. 

If  all  deaths  hie  to  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system, (which 
includes  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are  combined,  a figure  of  46 
deaths  is  arrived  at,  causing  63.9m  of  all  deaths  in  the  District.  It  is 
gratifying  that  at  long  last  something  is  being  done  to  find  out  the  causes  of 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  bloo”  vessels. 

Cancer,  with  8 deaths,  gave  a figure  of  ll.lfc  of  deaths.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  cancer  of  the  Tun ; and  bronchus  recorded.

1961.  --The  tuberculin 
index  does  not  necessarily  in  "ic-to  tuberculous  disease,  as  the  resistance 
of  the  ;reat  majority  is  sufficient  to  ovorcorio  the  invading  tubercle 
bacteria;  it  does,  however,  indicate  the  degree  of  opportunity  for  invasion 
an",  is  thus  a useful  in  "ox  of  infectious  cases  in  th  com  ’.unity* 

How  easily  tuberculosis  can  spread  was  shown  recently  in  the  press. 

QcCb  of  400  pupils  at  a.  gram  nr  school  in  the  Id lan '"s,  27  were  found  to  have 
tuberculosis.  Th  cause  of  th.-  outbreak  was  traced  to  one  pupil  who  was 
apparently  in  good  h.alth,  but  who  was  foun"  to  bo  su  faring  fron  a ” serious 
fom  of  the  disease”.

Cross  who  helped  generally  and  kept  the  clinics  operating  snoothly*

Tho  Council  has  provided  a piped  nains  supply  of  water  throughout  the 
district $ the  water  is  obtained  fron  shallow  springs  at  Old  Hunstanton,  near 
the  Horthom  boundary  of  the  District  and  is  chlorinated  at  the  punning 
sbation  from  where  it  is  punned  to  an  elevated  storage  tower  in  the  town  and 
then  distributed  by  gravitational  -nains. 


The  water  punping,  storage  and  distribution  installations  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  mount  of  water  pumped  'uring  the  year  was  100,000,000  gallons 
co  pared  with  107,036,000  gallons  in  1961.  Th.  monthly  amount  punned  varied 
fron  11,476.000  gallons  in  August  to  5,910,000  gallons  in  j'ecen’  er,  compared 
with  11,594,000  gallons  in  June,  1961  and  6,697,000  gallons  in  December,  I96I.

normal  for  Hast  Anglian  waters,  there  " eing  about  20  Clark,  of  which 
approximately  three-quarters  is  temporary.  The  reaction  is  practicall 
neutral  and  the  free  carbon  dioxide  is  moderately  low  so  that  this 
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water  vo  lcl  not  expected  to  have  any  serious  corrosive  action  on 
metals # Apart  fron  a trace  of  iron,  other  notals,  such  as  lead  and 
conper*  are  absent  fron  the  sample.  The  clarity,  odour  and.  taste 
are  very  satisfactory  and  in  our  opinion  this  water  is  very  suitable 
for  dr  inkina;  and  general  purposes.

fifteen  premises  in  the  District  and  part  of  three  other  premises 
are  drained  to  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  on  account  of  levels  or  distance  from 
the  sewer  making  it  impractical  to  drain  thereto. 

The  tanks  or  cesspools  serving  sixteen  premises  were  emptied  during 
the  year  by  a contractor  engaged  by  the  Council. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  seven  inspections  were  made  concerning  drainage 
of  premises  and  as  a result  of  informal  action,  works  were  carried  out  to 
remedy  defects  in  twenty-six  cases.

A weekly  collection  of  house  r.  fuse  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year.  Collections  were  made  fron  hotels,  food,  and  business  premises  weekly 
in  the  winter  and  up  to  four  times  weekly  during  the  summer  season,  the 
frequency  of  collection  varying  according  to  the  volume  and  nature  of  the 
refuse  produced. 

Two  vehicles  were  enp  oyed  on  refuse  collection.  The  larger  of  these, 
an  18  cubic  yard  capacity,  gravity  packing,  roar  loading  type,  with  a crew  of 
dour  men  was  employed  whole-time  throughout  the  year  and  collected  mainly 
from  domestic  premises* 

The  second  vehicle,  a 7 cubic  yard  capacity  side-loading  type,  with 
trailer  for  light,  bully  materials  and  ...annod  by  a crew  of  two,  was  employed 
whole-time  in  the  summer  season,  chiefly  on  collection  from  hotels,  food:  and 
business  promises,  the  sea  front,  car  parks  an1,  caravan  sites.  During  the 
winter  the  vehicle  was  used  as  a 51  relief5'  collector  when  required. 

Refuse  disposal  by  crude  tipping  in  a ■disused  chalk  pit  at  Thomhan, 
in  the  adjoining  rural  district,  continued  throughout  the  year. 

Informal  action  secured  the  provision,  by  owner  or  occupier,  of 
satisfactory  storage  facilities  for  refuse  at  five  promises* 

NUISANCES. 

Sixty  eight  inspection s were  made  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  and
